
A Deer Hunt with Pled-Leger Id the Forest of Fernemont.

On learning that the famoua old hunter Pled-Leger was still 
living, I readily deterred my proposed trip Into Belgium, and set 
out at once for Fernemont, as I was told that the old man bad 
his dwelling somewhere In the ruins of the chateau of that name, 
In the department of the Ardennes. It was In the ancient kennel 
and Its dependencies that I found bis family domesticated, but, 
to my grtat disappointment, be was absent. The good Madeleine, 
the wife of his grandson, received me with the natural courtesy 
of the French peasant, and consoled me for my disappointment 
by assuring mi of his probable return that morning, as he had 
already been absent two days at the wedding festivities of one 
of bis relatives. 

"And Is the old man really as sound in mind and body as I 
have been told I' 1 1 asked. 

“ Ab, you may well say It, Monsieur. There Is not In all the 
country a man of forty years with more vigor of limb, lightness 
of heart, and faitbfulnessof memory than he baa.

He still passes whole mornings 
hunting, and one would willingly go without supper for the pleas¬ 
ure of hearing him sounding such sweet notes on his hunting 
horn out In the moonlight in the calm Summer evenings.” 

This account delighted me. Pled-Leger, Infirm and doting 
even, would' still be a very Interesting personage, In my ryes, at 
least, but Pled-Leger sprightly, talkative, In the enjoyment of all 
his faculties—It was no wonder that I looked forward eagerly to 
our approaching meeting. 

About mid day as 1 was seated oo a wooden bench In front 
of the dwelling of my pretty hostess, my attention was aroused 
by the sound of a horn Issuing from a little wooded height some 
distance from the luine. 

“It Is the old man and my husband!" cried Madeleine, hurry¬ 
ing to the door. 

I had already guessed it, and hastened to meet them. In less 
than a quarter of an horn- after, I presented myself to Pled- 
Leger, who uttered an exclamatlou of jiy on learning that I was 
the son of his old acquaintance, the Marquis de Foudras. He 
thanked me warmly for having taken up my quarters at Ferne¬ 
mont without any ceremony, and It did not take much pressing 
to make me promise to spend the next day with him, and join 
him In a deer hunt. Indeed, Madeleine had not been playing 
on my credulity when she assured me a man of forty years did 
not surpass In youthful vigor the well-preserved specimen of 
other days then standing before me. Old Pled-Leger, who had 
just walked a distance of three or four leagues, after having 
passed two days and Iwo nights drinking and dancing, old Pled- 
Leger, I repeat, was as full of life as his great grandson, little 
Pierre. His large forehead was bald, but there wsb not a wrinkle 
upon It; If his wide mouth was entirely destitute of teeth, there 
pealed from It laughter so frank and hearty, one never would 
have believed unless he was present, that It was the expression 
of the gayety of an octogenarian; If his long legs resembled two 
sticks covered with parchment, they atrlded over the ground with 
a celerity and firmness that the most Inveterate pedestrian might 
well envy, and there were nel^er trembling of the hands, quiv¬ 
ering In the voice, or shaking of the head. With all this, he 
was miraculously ugly, but with an ugliness so vivacious, bo ex¬ 
pressive, so taking, that one would find more pleasure regarding 
his than a younger and handsomer countenance. 

The rest of the day passed away delightfully in the society of 
the old hunter, and when we parted that night at the door of 
the room Madeleine bad prepared for me, he said:

Indeed, Pled-Leger gave the signal blast 
in a few minutes, and I saw him appear Immediately after upon 
the edge of the ditch that separated the coppice from the path 
upon which I was standing. He still held the horn to his lips, 
and when he had finished the joyful uotes, be leaped lightly 
across and said:

But there he Is I a magnificent buck I exactly where 
I said he would pass. Come on I come on I" 

The old hunter had perfectly judged me; a chase well followed 
and sustained, no matter with what fatigue, being far more to 
my taste than an easy and speedy finish. 

Behold us then, Pled-Leger and myself, striding through the 
vast, grand, and ancient forest of Fernemont. Oo we sped, 
sometimes following the beaten routes where no obstacles im¬ 
peded our progress, or In our eagerness to get In advance of the 
dogs, striking Into the narrow paths frequented only by the wild 
denizens of the forest, or forcing our way through dense thickets 
In order to reach eome point where my companion knew before¬ 
hand that the deer would start afresh. And he was never mis¬ 
taken, neither In the distance or the precise moment of the 
slightest Incident of the chase. Ho had long ceased to occupy 
himself with his flogs. They were behaving themselves like vet¬ 
erans who have no need of an officer to lead them up to the fire. 
They unraveled with the most marvelous certainty of Instinct all 
the ruses of the magnificent creature they were pursuing, and so 
unerringly, that they would be at fault but a few minutes at a 
time. And what could be more enchanting than their voices, all 
of a different range, and forming a most delicious harmony ;,and 
what more perfect. In Its kind, than the compactness of their 
movement, so well they kept together. They were not extraor¬ 
dinarily swift, but how faithfully they kept the trall.bow skillful 
they were In penetrating all the mauceuvers of the wily animal. 
Although he had made many loog and rapid turns,he bad not yet 
succeeded In outstripping them In any notable manner. 

Modest as was this chase, still It keenly interested me, and the 
pleasure It gave me was very little In comparison with the aston¬ 
ishment milled with admiration, I felt In regarding the elastic 
vigor of my old companion Pled-Leger. The farther we went, the 
more agility he displayed. His enormous strides over the ground 
compelled me to run In order to follow him; If wo stopped to 
listen or wait, bis resplia'ion was as even as that of a healthy 
man quietly sleeping; what I could not detect he perceived with¬ 
out any difficulty, and hla aged ears readily caught the sounds 
that mine failed In bearing. In my youth I bad known and often 
followed the most Intrepid walkers of my dear Burgundy, but not 
one of them, as well as I could recall, possessed the euduranhe or 
rapidity of locomotion of thtB wonderful old man, still less, so 
prodigious a breathing power. 

Three hours had passed and we were still making our way 
through the Intricacies Of the forest of Fernemont, and 1 was fol¬ 
lowing my guide, puffing like a sea! that has been left high and 
dry upon the sands by the retiring tide. 

“ When you have had enough of it, Monsieur le Marquis, give 
me the word, and we will have the finish. Our animal begins to 
shorten hie turns; before ten minutes you can have your shot at 
him If you desire It.” 

“ If I do not accept your offer, will your dogs run him down ?” 

“ It would not be the first lime, and If you wish to witness a 
miracle you shall have the pleasure of seeing four poor little 
beagles out-general the pride of the forest. Are you ready to 
follow them! I warn you in advance that we have no short or 
easy way before us. Feel your strength, for you may have to 
try it la an unexpected fashion.” 

“Itshall never be said that I refused a proposal like that,” I 
cried. “ I’ll follow you, even If I have to take the bed on my 
return, and stay there eight days In cap Able of moving hand or 
foot. It le not In one of my blood to decline accepting a banter 
given In that spirit.” 

“You are the worthy son of your father,” be answered, with 
a vivacity equal to that I had just shown. “Come on, then I And 
may the blessed St. Hubert smile upon us 1” 

Short as had been our colloquy, for we had stopped In order to 
exchange the few words related above, the hunt had sensibly 
withdrawn from us, and bad It not been for the turn which would 
soon be made, we would have bad to make desperate efforts to 
overtake It. As It was, we stopped again at the end of a quarter 
of an hour, my companion making a sign to me to remain motion¬ 
less and silent, as himself. 

He listened Intently without stirring from his position, and 
then, as If the sound of my respiration disturbed him, he with¬ 
drew about twenty steps from mu and remained as motionless 
as before. 

“I knew well,"—he said, comlr.g back at the end of two or 
three minutes, “ that our patron saint would not abandon us to¬ 
day. The bunt Is In the rocks of Barival, which signifies for an 
old woodsman like me that we are going to have one of the 
finest spectacles the heart of a hunter could desire. Follow me, 
monsieur le Marquii 

And without further explanation, Pled-Lc-ger, with a bound, 
darted Into a little by-way that I had not before noticed, SDd I 
pressed; elosely after him. We thus attained without resting, or 
retarding our course, the most elevated part of the forest of 
Fernemont from which the eye could take In a wide extent of 
country. Before us, but separated by a deep valley from the 
spot where we now found ourselves was an Immense bill, covered 
from Its base to Its summit with small gray rocks and brush wood 
of a somber green color, presenting a most picturesque appear¬ 
ance. Its aspect/vas grand, austere and. melancholy, and made 
a deep Impression upon me. 

A narrow and steep path, beginning at our feet led directly 
down Into the valley and continued In a zig-zag winding around 
the heights opposite. 

My companion stopped suddenly, and with an eye keen as a 
falcon's threw a searching glance around; he appeared to be 
lteteulog also, then turning upon mo a look shining with satisfac¬ 
tion, he exclaimed, pointing with bis hand toward a gigantic flat 
stone that crowned like a natural terrace the heights of which I 
have spoken:

Here, Pled-Leger, detaching his horn, of which he had made no 
use since the jump, blew a blast upon it that started all the 
echoes of the valley from their slumbers, and as they died away 
the harmonious voices of the four beagles floated up to us The’ 
valiant lane creatures were crying like demons on the other side 
of the hill. One might have thought them twenty In number so 
clamorous were they and so well was their music favored by the 
situation. 1 

My fatigue had completely disappeared, at least I had ceased 
to feel it in any of my members, and in order to prove this to my 
old companion whom I felt was watching me out of the corner of 
his eye, without waiting for him to give the example, 1 started 
down the steep pathway In advance of him, a position I bad not 
occupied since our setting out In the morning. 

Such was my Impetuosity, that disregarding all Impedimenta, I 
found myselr before longstanding upon the flat stone on the top 

vent t0 my dell « ht ' ‘a »" enthusiastic 
shout to which the old hunter responded with the Intoxicating 
nourish of the view.” 6 

And there, two or three hundred feet beneath us, we saw him, 
the hunted forest king, maneuvering his best among the rocks 
and bushes, pressed closely by the little pack that were following 
him with Irrepressible fury, and eveu a hunter less experienced 
than myself could not fall to Fee that the supreme moment of the 
finish wm not far off. Every minute he rested In the briers, 
only startiofc from his biding place when Nestor thrust his nose 
Into the bushes. 

Pled-Leger was beside himself. He sang, he danced, he blew 
his horn, he clapped his hands, returning thanks to his patron 
saint In the most extravagant and comical manner. To see him 
and hear him this chase with four little beagles was no less beau- 
tlful and glorious than those he had enjoyed in other days when 
be held the whip over eighty wolf hounds lu the grand old forest 
or fernemont. 

For three-quarters of an hour we atood upOD our rocky terrace 
and It would be difficult to Imagine anytning more exciting or 
absorbing than the movement below us, of which we lost not the 
slightest view, for the deer kept within the valley, and we had 
bu II° chan ? e our point of observation to keep the hunt In sflrhl. 

That panoramic view of a chase was one of the most Interesting 
and curious sights I ever witnessed. 

At last, weary of turning always upon himself In the circular 
gorge Into which be had so Imprudently ventured, the deer sud¬ 
denly seemed to become bewildered, and mad: a dash up Into the 
mountain We watched hla painful ascent, pushed closer and 
closer by the dogs. Within twenty feet of us be dropped; bis 
pursuers were upon blm, but be made no effort to escape them - 
be was dead! ”

Shooting in Dukotn. 

„ ,, _ , Yankton, D. T., Dec., 1880. 

Editor Chicago Field: —It Is seldom that I sec anything In 
the pages of your valuable paper from Dakota. I therefore con¬ 
clude that a short article from the land of gentle zephyrs would 
not be unacceptable. 

Sportsmen In the true senre of the word are not very numer- 
ous, here In Yankton, but hunters are as thick as fleas on a Jack 
rabbit. Armed with an old Harper’s Ferry musket, bored out to 
about au 8 gauge, loaded with six drams of powder and two 
ounces of No. 5 shot, these doughty sportsmen (?) (“Ood save 
the mark”) are to be met at this season of the year on every 
quarter section, In quest of quails; and woe-betlde the covey of 
unfortunate little brown beauties, that are discovered quietly 
feeding between a couple of corn rows, or huddled together 
beneath a loose bunch of brush, when one of these sportsmen (?) 
turns loose his battery on them, for generally about one-balf the 
flock le killed, murdered outright, and the others so badly crip¬ 
pled that they either die from hunger, or fall a prey to the 
wolves and coyotes. ’ 

These sre the kind of hunters that no conscientious Christian 
white man, claiming to be a sportsman, cares lo be found In 
company with. Therefore It was with real pleasure, that, last 
week, we halled.the advent of Mr. H. A. Kendall, theatrical man¬ 
ager, accompanied by his Laverack setter Dakota. Mr. Kendall 
Is a thorough and enthusiastic sporlsman. It was not long 
arter his arrival before we were in the field, and soon the dogs 
were on a point. Whizz-burr, and away, straight, as the Might of 
an arrow, went the first quail; a splendid shot; I fired, and— 
missed It. Expn sslog 6ome surprise at my bad start out, K. 
maliciously remarked that, “shot usually traveled in straight 
lines, a principle that surveyors knew but little about any way.” 
But bis exultation was short, for be got the next shot, with pre¬ 
cisely the same result. 

It was,-therefore, left to Mr. Moak, Mr. Kendall’s business 
manager, to gefthe credit of the first two birds and a rabbit, as 
well as taking the conceit out of a couple of crack (?) shots. 

This being the 8rst opportunity that I have had to compare 
Dlltmar powder with black, and being somewhat prejudiced 
Bgalnst the former, I took more than ordinary Interest In this 
day’s Bport, and as Mr. K. was a strong advocateof Dlttmar, gave 
him every opportunity to shoot, especially If the shots were dif¬ 
ficult ones, or at long range, and after seeing.him fire altogether 
more lhan a hundred shots under almost all kinds of circum¬ 
stances, I am satisfied that Dlttmar Is preferable for quail shooting. 

A Bmsll flock of wild geese wintered a few miles below town 
last Winter, and this Winter eeveral flocks are sojourning at, or 
near, the same place. I Intend to pay my respects to them in a 
few days, and anticipate some sport.

Journeys and mode or quenching thirst in England* Why, incessant 
cases of belly-ache and deaths; but there, you see, with n good climate, 
and a less artificial method of keep, no danger is apprehended 

The watering of horses is a subject of some importance. Sort water 
is usually preferred, and ie leps likely to produce colic, or the formation 
of alkaline deposits. Water should never be given unless tepid, and 
then only sparingly, when the animal is heated. Neither immediately 
after quenching thirst should he be rapidly exorcised. Regarding the 
allowance, it will be found that when access to water 1* always allowed, 
it will be taken more frequently but iu less quantity than lu the usual 
system of watering at stated intervals. For this reason muuy stables 
are now fitted up with a water receptacle, and such a method of water¬ 
ing is undoubtedly tbe best .—Professor Hill before Hu Wlltmnd 
Hauls Agricultural College.

The Ruffed Grouse or Pennsylvania. 

BY ARNOLD HUHGES. 

There Is a story told of two worthy men which well exemplifies 
the diversity of tastes in Individuals. They were discussing certain 
matters In friendly spirit, and one Bald to the other, It Is fortu¬ 
nate all men do not see things alike, for If they were like me all 
would have wanted my old woman.” “Yes,” replied the other, and 
If all thought as I do, no one would have her.’* Such differences 
of oplnlou run through all our lives and serve In no slight degree 
to keep Ibe balance even between man and man. They underlie 
our sports as well as our more serious concerns, and seldom or 
never do we find a gathering of sportsmen where experiences and 
preferences are compared, and all parties agree upon what con¬ 
stitutes Ibe highest of field pleasures. Some men are disciples 
of Isaak Walton, and deem uo other sport equal to that found by 
the side of ruBhing brooks or the banks of broad rivers, where, 
with gaudy lures,they entice the wary trout or game salmon, and 
with slender rod and well nigh Invisible tackle, kill him by pit¬ 
ting artistic skill against brute strength. Others love better the 
brown stubbles or grass-waving prairies, the tangled thickets, the 
rough mountain sides or the shaking fens, and though all are 
devotees of the same general sport, we find here each man s In¬ 
dividual taste displayed In the choice of some particular bird, to 
kill which he will work harder, longer and with keener rest, than 
for all others. 

Frank Forester, whose works, whatever their faults, are still 
the “ Arabian Nights» of sporting literature, denounces the 
ruffed a rouse as affording no pleasure to the sportsman, yet to 
the writer and many another brother of the trigger, the character 
of 1.1s haunts and wildness of the bird (both of which form the 
grounds for Forester's objection to him), renders him far more 
attractive than any other. In truth, he U no game for the sports¬ 
man unskilled In woodcraft, or tncapi' le of standing bard work 
over the roughest ground, or who canoofc “get on’ quick ana 
true with but a second’s time and the briefest glimpse of the 
strong, whirring plulons. He le not the bird for a heedless 
slashing dog, going at field trial speed, crashing through the un¬ 
derbrush, and needing the frequent whistle to keep him within 
sight, but with dog keen of nose, careful by nature, and cunniDg 
from experience, broken to lobk out for the gun and keep well 
within Its range, the writer knows no greater pleasure than out¬ 
witting a wary old grouse and seeing him fall before a well- 
directed shot. 

The writer has heard often of places where ruffed grouse are 
stupid as owls,so tame as simply to jump on to the nearest bush 
and sit till Ignomlniously potted, hut in over a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury's experience, during which he has shot grouse all through 
New England aud the Middle Statee, he has only lu exceptional 
Instances seen them act In this way during the season when they 
may be lawfully killed. Occasionally with a very quiet working 
dog, a bird will tree and afford a sitting shot to him who cares 
to shoot so foully, but the man who enjoys a shot In proportion 
to Its difficulty, will find bis best skill taxed to stop an old 
grouse speeding like a bullet from his perch as the fallen branches 
crack under the approaching foot. 

Of all the sections In which the writer has hunted, he recalls 
with the happiest memories the northwestern counties of Penn¬ 
sylvania. It Is true he has found birds more abundant else¬ 
where, but mere numbers of the bag do not constitute Ite chief 
value, and the peculiarities of the region, with the beauty of Its 
ecenery, the sectional characteristics of the birds (for these vary 
with localities), and the companionship of the men be met there, 
all join In maklDg the recollections of three years’ life by the 
Allegheny specially attractive and happy. 

It was on Thanksgiving night of 1869 that the writer wanderel 
Into the famed oil regioD, and never will he forget his Impres¬ 
sions as the train moved round the curve below Titusville, and 
the Eldorado of Oil Creek valley opened before bis wondering 
eyes. Nearly a decade had passed since Col. Drake drilled the 
first well, which still remained with its ancient derrick closely 
boarded up, a monument to the enterprise which disclosed the 
Inestimable wealth of the section. Wi iely different was the scene 
the writer now looked upon; a few wells were still producing 
upon the flats, but by far the larger number were drilled all 
along the sides of the almost mountainous hills, and each stood 
out prominent and plain In the red (lame of Its gas streaming up 
many feet Into the night from the escape pipes. The black dark- 
neas rendered all the more Intense by these lurid lights, the spec¬ 
tral forms of the tall derricks and the creek of countless walking 
beams, all moving slowly up and down pumping up the oil from 
a thousand feet In the bowels of the earth, made up a scene wild 
and weird enough for the Infernal pit. All those around me 
were oil men, nnd the talk was all of oil and new territory, In 
such terras and liberality of estimate that It was not long ere my 
New England blood uuused to speculative tonics, was boiling, 
and before I reached my journey’s end I bad “the fever” In full 
force and said to myself, Here will I abide and make my fortune. 
Alas the fortune came not, but never shall I regret those days or 
forget the friends I made there. There wsb Charlie O. who, with 
bis partner S., did probably the largest brokerage business on the 
“lower creekboth, nature's true geutlemen, liberal of heart 
and band, ever ready to give a new comer a chance, and start 
him on his road to fortune. Full of fun was Charlie so long ns 
the joke was a manly, harmless one, and well does the writer 
recall a certain dinner for which he was to grovlde the birds, 
and falling to get a full supply, Charlie filled up the scant meas¬ 
ure with late chickens, and seived them properly cooked to a well 
posted (1) sportsman who enjoyed them hugely as ruffed grouse, 
or In the vernacular of the state, pheasants. There too, wasAI. 
H. representative of a promineut Cleveland firm, as good a busi¬ 
ness man as he was a good fellow and courteous gentleman, with 
a host of others, and among them my particular friend H. B. V., 
whose contributions by the way I recognize despite hls norn de 
plume in the sporting journals. 

Thirty miles from Oil City Is Meadville, where too, I met with 
good sportsmen, prominent among whom stands Harry L., artist, 
sportsman and taxidermist, all In one, and good in all. How 
well do I recall his studio with its tall easels an<J artist’s traps, 
the handdbme setter that lay ever by his master’s chair, the well 
set-up birds upon every shelf and bracket, the guns and rods In 
their corners, and Hurry, himself, ever genial and ready to talk 
of sport or art, as his deft brush laid on the well-cboseu colors. 
Will 8 , too, whose bachelor rooms were a perfect museum of 
rich old armor, guns, fishing-tackle, stuffed birds, fine pictures, 
and all the odds und ends which a well-filled puree and cultivated 
taste could gather to set off his apartments. What meetings we 
had round hie fireside when good tobacco and good wine, used as 
gentlemen should use them.htlped to wile away the pleasant hours, 
and the talk ran ever on Bportlug topics. Ab, Will, do you re 
member how often you lured me from my business by promises 
of a good shoot “ down the road,” but at my coming regretted 
that unexpected business would prevent your leaving, when In 
truth, all the trouble was in the attractions of a rerain fair lady, 
and your Inability to forego the dally drive with her! Fortunate 


should we be If we all had as good excuse for our broken prom¬ 
ises as yourself, old fellow, and you may be Bure the writer bears 
you no malice. 

WllllDgly would my pen dwell even longer upon friends’ names 
and characters, butltwasof grouse, not men, I started to write, 
and I fear those who have followed me thus far are already tired 
of my prate, so I will delay no longer, but reeume my subject. 

Along that portion of the Allegheny to which I have alluded, 
the banka rise In high, rough, well-timbered ridges, with long 
levels on the top, where fallen trees and occasional low thickets 
afford the best of cover for grouse; between the base of these 
ridges and the wEter’s edge, extends a plateau of varying width 
grown up with alders aud wild grape vines, and the surface of 
the river Is broken by frequent Islands, similarly wooded, which 
besides grouse, hold no scanty numbers of woodcocks. Many 
pleasant days have the writer and hla friends passed at different 
points In those game-favored regions—sometimes climbing the 
steep inclines with the strong wlDged birds whizzing upward, too 
often escaping the guns which hurried breath and trembling 
muscles made to err widely, but little we cared for that, as we 
knew that the summit once gained, a rest would put us all right 
to do our devoir fairly Well, and maDy a gallant grouse that had 
given us the slip on the hlll-elde, met his death with others when 
our weary toll was paBt. Sometimes, too, taking boat we gilded 
down with the current from Islaud to Island, on each adding 
grouse or cock to our baga, till with the close of day we counted 
up a goodly number, well rewarding us for the long pull back to 
our Btartlng point. What evrnl. gs those were, and what scenery 
lay before our eyes. Just cool enough, with the first frosts of 
Autumn to make rowing pleasant, the river low after the Sum¬ 
mer’s drouth, aDd limpid as a sheet of glass, so that for half its 
width we could see each stone or snag that lay on the bottom, and 
high above our beads the hills one blaze of varied and glowing 
colors that were reflected In talnbow hues In the still water. The 
writer has looked upon many fair scenes In the course of his 
wauderings, but never upon auy, at least In woodland views, 
fairer than the banks of the Allegheny on an October evening. 

The Franklin branch of the, A & G. W. R R , which connects 
Meadville and Oil City, runs through an equally good sporting 
region. At Franklin, seven miles from Oil City, French Creek 
empties Into the river, and from this point onward the sportaman 
cannot go amiss. The small stations are only four or five miles 
apart, and stopping at any one a day can be well spent working 
up to the next, for the evening train. The side of the creek op¬ 
posite the railroad Is the better ground because les9 hunt* d or 
traveled. The character of the ground Is as nearly as possible 
like that by the river—the same rough rldg a with the lower level, 
and the same cover for grouse a«d woodcocks. At the little 
station of Utica, the writer bad once an Illustration of the shot- 
carrylog powers of ruffed grouse, which has cost the Iobs of so 
maDy birds fairly hit, but not falling wlthlu sight of the sports¬ 
man. On the top of the ridge a bird flushed, and bore away to 
cross the valley to the opposite hill; be was covered fairly, but 
when the smoke blew away was still going as If unhurt; the 
first shot was at such distance a second would have been useless, 
and the writer gazed after him with no small mortification, but 
when In mid-distance the bird faltered and then pitched down¬ 
ward, falling stone dead on the bridge which crossed the creek. 

A man picked him up and took him to a store, where he was 
kept till the writer’s return, when on picking him seven shot 
holes were found In the back, and another pellet passing along 
the side of the head, had cut the lower bill In two. The distance 
from where the shot was fired to where the bird fell, was fully 
one hundred aud fifty yards on the level, 

Perhaps no sportsman was ever robbed of a brace of birds In 
so odd a way aa the writer, near the same station. A brood of 
gro se that bad not yet separated waa found In a small swamp 
near the railroad, and when fluehed,a brace lit In the sedge grass 
and low bushes within twenty yards of the track; the writer went 
to them and bis dog pointed just as a freight train came by; the 
birds sprung at the noise aud attempted to cross the train; a 
glance showed that the angle of the shot would carry the charge 
safely over so the writer fired, killing both. The first In his fall 
went fairly down the smoke Btack of the engine, ttra grate being 
ralBed, and the second fell upon the top of a car where the brakes¬ 
man found him, and with a laugh at my discomfiture kept him 
for bis supper. It was a etaudlng’ joke at my expense for some 
time, and coat many a olgar before the train men stopped asking 
If It was true Jack stole my birds. 

In a former part of this article the writer alluded to the sec¬ 
tional characteristics of the birds. These are moat marked In 
plumage and weight. During the three years he spent there the 
writer did not see a dozen birds with black ruff feathers on the 
neck; almost every Individual had the chestnut or deep brown ruff\ 
and the general plumage was also of a redder hue than on 
grouse he had seeD elsewhere. Such birds the writer has shot 
occasionally In every section, but never elsewhere has he found 
them the prominent or almoBt sole type. In weight the birds 
were the hew lest as a rule, the writer had over met with. One 
weighing & pound and a half was light, and the writer has 
u elghcd maDy that tipped the scale at two pounds. This was of 
course late lu the Fall when the birds were In full feather and In 
addition they were weighed as soon as killed before they bad time 
to shrink. The writer carried a small but accurate scale In his 
pocket, and took pains to test these weights repeatedly, so that 
be knows whereof be writes, and does not depend upon guess 
work. After leaving the region and whilst editing the American 
Uportsman, the writer met Prof. Baird and called his attention 
to the above facts; he also seDt for a brae# of birds Intending to 
send them to the Smithsonian for examination, but when they 
came they were In such state of decomposition as to be unfit for 
setting up, but even then one weighed a pound and aquarler, the 
other a pound and nine ounces. 

Such was the sport and the scenes of a decade ago, and such 
doubtless they would be found to-day with the exception of such 
changes as time makes upon the face of nature. For the men 
the writer cannot vouch, as “the trade” has been completely 
revolutionized, and the oil belt has led Its followers Into distant 
regions where In those days oil was not thought of. Whether 
those good fellows still linger In their old places, or whether they 
have been borne by the tide elsewhere, or whether even the great 
reaper has gathered them Into Mb storehouse across the dark 
river the writer knows not, but be this as It may, sitting by bis 
fireside on this Christmas eve, the writer recalls each one with 
pleasant memories, and In fancy beare again the cheerful voices 
and clasps the bands of those old-time friends. To tbetp and to 
each brother sportsman all over the land, as well ss to oar chief, 
Mohawk, be sends hls greetings, and with tiny Tim, wishes them 
a Happy New Year.

Dittmur Powder—Field Trials—Beagles, Etc. 


Waldalla, 8. C. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The late dlscusslonj^in the Chicago 
Field on Dtttmar powder led me to make a second trial of It, 
the first, made a couple of years back, not proving satisfactory. 
Having procured from the company a can of the “C” sporting pow¬ 
der, I found that It gave very good results at a target, perhaps not 
quite equal to the best black powder In regularity of pattern and 
penetration. The first two or three dozen paper shells killed 
doves very satisfactorily, and some a' long distances. With 
another dozen shells (metal) I executed some of the finest miss¬ 
ing at night-hawks that ever disgraced a gunner, and I was satis¬ 
fied the trouble lay In the want of force, although the wads 
(two sizes 1 'i-ger than shell) were well rammed. The paper sheila 
being turned In, seemed to confine It better. Sluce that time I 
havo used a mixture of Dlttmarand black powder—equal parts by 
measure—and the combination gives a plenty of force,with much 
less recoil, smoke, dirt and noise. If the Dlttmar can be made 
to shoot regularly, without requiring machine-llke precision In 
loading, tt will certainly be a great comfort and one of the great 
Inventions of this Inventive age. 

Your very accurate and Interesting aceouut of the late field 
trials, reminds me that we are occasionally regaled with the par¬ 
lor lucubrations of some carpet knight, who, sa lsfied with snuf- 
flog the battle afar off, fondly Imagines that If his dogs coaid 
only appear at a field trial, the public would no longer hear of 
flushing birds and false points; In fact, that these Imperfections 
are due to the fact that the dogs have crossed the Atlantic, or 
perhaps been Imported from England, which country, you know, 
never did produce good dogs. 

A little learning Is said to be a dangerous thing, and doubt¬ 
less Ignorance 1 b the basis of much of the conceit exhibited by 
these drivers of the po-i pous aod attenuated quill. If they 
should ever Bumraon courage enough to put their theories Into 
practice, they will find that a field trial, where the birds are 
frightened by the noise of a large assemblage, and frequently 
made to scatter and run lu all directions, flashed now and then 
by spectators or reporters on graceful mules, la altogether a dif¬ 
ferent thing from a quiet hunt, where few words are spoken, and 
the birds lie well to the dogs. Many Is the time that wo have 
had the misfortune to be caught lu the field with three or four 
noisy companions, who give tongue at the appearance of every 
bird, and fill up the Intervals with boisterous explanations of the 
last miss. ■ 

How delightful It Is, on the other hand, to have a quiet and ap¬ 
preciative companion, who works rather than talks, and who has 
the taste for enjoying the beautiful work of the dogs, and re¬ 
strains himself sufficiently until we get within gunshot of the 
lurking covey. With such an one the bag will grow heavy, the 
dogs will work faithfully and coolly, the game will be killed de¬ 
cently, and one’s nerves will not get beyond control. 

So scarce have the birds become in this locality on account of 
those detestable machines of destruction, the trap and net, that 
we are driven to the necessity df forming rabbit packs to hunt 
the cotton-tail, which multiplies In the land In spite of doRS and 
boys, and rusty muskets In the hands tit . the African brother. 
With this end In view, we have made arrangements to procure 
beagles from Mr. Geo. Pounall, of Christiana, Pa., os we are In¬ 
formed that these dogs afford the best sport tn bunting bares. 
One bitch has arrived and we were surprised to find her so great 
a beauty. We expected a coarse, Ill-formed, dachshund-klnd-of- 
a-bench-legged-flce, or something on that order, Instead of which 
we have a beautifully formed diminutive hound, about twelve 
Inches high, with well-muscled limbs, large, eiDresalve eyes, aud 
a skin perfectly marked with black and tan about the head, the 
white of the body being covered with blue ticks. She la a fac¬ 
simile In form of the beagle delineated In Stonehenge. I am 
satisfied she could not catch a rabbit by herself (very few large 
hounds can do so), but she U wonderfully active and fleet for a 
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pappy seven months old, and a pick of six or eight would no 
doubt pull a hare down In an hoar or two. Stonehenge says that 
the English packs, averaging nine or ten Inches In height, catch 
a rabbit In seven minutes. 

Tbe beauty of the sport consists not In the number of bares 
killed In a short time—let us avoid bloodthirsty butcheries—but 
Id the performance of the pack In outwitting' and outfootlng 
Mollle Cotton-tail In all her twists aDd wiles, In which she fully 
rivals Reynard. These doge, when better known, will doubtless 
become great favorites with our Southern sportsmeD, who have 
all the other concomitants for bunting the hare. The cost of 
keeping a pack is small, and the sport can be Indulged In at any 
time near borne, when birds cannot be found or shot. Besides 
this tbe hare Is a great pest around our towns and farms, and de¬ 
stroys a large amount of provision crops. 80 the beagles will 
combine profit and pleasure, and afford the out-door recreation 
so much needed by professional and business men. 

Many of your readers were disappointed at the unfortunate 
termination of the National field trials this year. The club was 
wise In determining to move further south next year. But even 
In Tennessee, which Is spoken of as a future locality, you will 
find It necessary to bring the trials off before the middle of 
November It you wish comfortable weather. By tbe 20th or 25th 
of that month it la a very common thing to have a severe snow¬ 
storm and cold snap above the middle line of the state. It would 
be well for your committee, through Capt. Henry, to examine the 
weather record kept for thirty years, by the late Prof. Stewart, at 
Clarksville (and nowln the bands of Prof. John W. Caldwell, of 
the University at that place), so as to avoid fixing a date when 
all the probabilities would favor a bad spell for the work. 

Being ourselves located In a mild and delicious climate where 
scarcely any day Is too cold to he pleasant In the field, we en¬ 
joyed your description of the trials far better than we should 
have eDjoyed the Bhlverlng reality, had we been present. The 
most unaccountable thing to us la bow men, who are fond of 
out-door sports, can consent to live in such Hyperborean regions. 
If the Lord will forgive us for two Winters spent In Massachusetts, 


fancied the mother. We gave a watch valued at ten dollars, two 
dollars In cash, and a dozen chickens for the privilege of calling 
him our own. 

Such a time we hed raising him. Our father threatened to 
scald him if he did not keep off the verandah. He would undo 
the work of an hour by simply walking over the boards leading 
from the front gate to the verandah. He delighted In swinging 
from a shirt-sleeve dangling from the clothes line, butwe did not 
complain, but when ho began to Invoice the sheets and women's 
wearing apparel, then there was trouble. He delighted lu un¬ 
making garden; he would watch us plant a row of onions, and 
when coming back on the next row, with our back toward him, 
we would meet him about half way digging up the row we had 
previously planted, but that made no difference to us; every¬ 
thing that that pap did was just exactly right, and everything our 
neighbor’s dog did was exactly wrong. 

How well we remember our first hunt with him. The quail 
law In this state then came In on the 15th of October. It was an 
Indian Summer day. The woods and fields wpre radiant In their 
Autumn foliage. The Summer birds bad not left for their South¬ 
ern homes; nature was perfect. Our hearts beat lightly under 
our Dew suit of ducking. With a good-bye to our good old 
mother, and accepting a parcel neatly tied up, and which we 
knew contained sandwiches, which In our baste we bad neglected. 

Now this pup had never been broken, not even to charge,and the 
faster he ran and the louder he barked the better we liked him, 
for we had been used to that kind of a dog In our old hound ring. 
Woe unto every little bird that crossed his path, for he would 
chase them as long as he could see them. We hunted in vain for 
hours, but not a quail did we see. 

About 3 o'clock p.m.while crossing a Btubble,the pup,while chas¬ 
ing a small bird, suddenly stopped, as If he had been planted. 
At first he was perfectly motionless, but presently he began to 
quiver. We walked ...up and spoke to him, but could not 
change him. Then we were frightened; “mad dog” flitted through 
our brain; his eyes were riveted on a bunch of grass several feet 
ahead. Finally, our loud talking and walking around flushed a 


dogs, Vesta and Diana, and Music and Frank, put In an appear¬ 
ance, and by nine o’clock we were ready to take the field, I hav¬ 
ing with me Mr. William Gaylor and Mr. Lowman, and taking 
four dogs, Dyke, Major, Clio and Nora. 

Now be it known that whilst it la a very easy thing for half a 
dozen men and a dozen dogs to surround poor bunny In a 
thicket and by the aid of fire-arms,clubs and much shouting take 
hbr life, yet if given a fair chance to show her speed and cunning 
she la pretty well able to take care of herself when pursued by 
dogs alone,as any one can demonstrate to his satisfaction, If tried 
with an ordinary half dozen of any kind of untrained dogs I 

The day was cold and windy, the earth very dry, and the 
good qualities of our pack were likely to be severely tested. 
The first rabbit was kicked up In a field of cultivated blackber¬ 
ries and got off unperceived by tbe dogs, and after five minutes' 
grace the pack were put on the trail. After leaving the berry 
field she had gone off over a bare, bleak hill, making the scent¬ 
ing very difficult and some beautiful hunting was developed, my 
Clio cutting out the work and for tbe time being utterly de¬ 
moralizing friend Dorsey. The trail was followed beautifully 
for nearly a mile wheD the rabbit was bounced from a bunch of 
sedge and returning on her track furnished a beautiful Bight- 
race, but being hotly pressed she cunningly dropped into a deep 
and Darrow ditch which ran at right angles across her path, and 
the whole pack In full cry swept over her except that old veteran 
Vesta, who also dropped Into the ditch and pinned Miss Cotton¬ 
tail before she got twenty yards from the point of entrance, and 
thereby reinstating friend Dorsey In his own good opinion—time, 
twenty-five minutes. 

A second rabbit was soon kicked up and also had a fair start, 
but was run down and caught near the place of starting In 
twenty-seven minutes, having lo that time according to our esti¬ 
mate, run at least three miles, and belog nearly all the while In 
our sight although unseen by tbe beagles until a minute or two 
of her capture. 

The third rabbit was not long after bounced up in a wood by 
Frank,and developed an unusual turn of speed and rare cunnlDg, 
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we’ll promise not to be caught so far from the sun agaiD in Win¬ 
ter. Just think of the privilege of being able, any day from 
October first to March fifteenth to shoulder your breech-loader 
and take a comfortable pop at the partridges and other game— 
five and a half mouths of solid sport when one’s duties allow I 
Isn’t such a freeze-out as you have just had, enough to make 
you say every day, as you rise shivering before the morning fire: 

" I sigh for the land of the cypress and pine, 

Where the jessamine blooms and the gay woodbine; 

Where the moss droops low from the green oak tree— 

Uhl that sun bright land Is the land tor mo!”

His Royal Highness baa long been Identified with the breeding 
of doga, and has not spared pains to retain and perfect the 
pure strains of native German dogs, pirtlcularly pointers and 
setters, and has striven to breed them to an excellence they had 
maintained In former years. Beside these he breeds Bt. Ber¬ 
nards, German mastiffs, English and Irish setters, Scotch deer- 
bounds, collies, Yorkshire, Halifax, Scotch and Skye terriers. 

The entire kennel and exercise ground covers shout eighteen 
seres of the most picturesque part of his grounds. The center 
building Is occupied ae a dwelling for the keeper and his assist¬ 
ants. The one adjoining is the slsughter-house. At the ex¬ 
treme left 1 b the Winter house for bitches In whelp. At the right 
la the Icehon e; and further on Is tbe hospital, which Is In two di¬ 
visions, one where dogs afflicted with cutaneous, and the other 
where distemper and other diseases are treated. The inclosed 
divided runs,to the rear,are used for Summer exercise. In the dis¬ 
tance, to the rear of the kennels, Is a view of His Royal Highness’ 
castle. 

The reader will perceive that with the systematic arrangements, 
the result of the experience of both native and foreign kennelmen, 
His R >yal Highness cannot fall to secure health aDd comfort for 
hie dogs, besides achieving fats object in view. 

Prince 8 olm’a, with tbe assistance of Dr. Bodlnloua, director 
of the Zoological Gardens at Berlin, founded the “Kennel Club" 
nector at Berlin, as mentioned by us some time since.

Ei.iTOR CmcAGO Field:— My attention bas been called to an 
article signed Fritz In the Forest and Stream of tbe 23J net., and 
among other things mentioned In support of the writer edenun- 
elation of the rules of the National American Kennel Club, he 
quotes the beat between Seller’s Dash and King Dash, at the 
Pennsylvania trials, as an example of the crudity of the rules, 
and In 5 the same breath charges the Judges with a misapplication 

or wanton disregard of the rules. _ 

As the owner of King Dash, I have been annoyed by persons 
attributing tbe article to me, and propound ng questions ae to my 
motives in attacking you regardlng the late Natlonal Amerlcsn 
Kennel Club trials at Vincennes; also tbe attack on the judges 
contained iu the article. I can only say that the article did not 
emanate from me: neither do I Indorse the sentiments contained 
therein charging unfair conduct on your part at Vincennes and 

attacking the judges at the Pennsylvania Field Trials. - 

While I believe the judgment on tbe heat between 8 eller e Dash 
and King Dash to have been erroneous for a number of reasons, 
tet I do not believe that the judges did anything but whet In 
tbelr judgment they were warranted In doing; and those who 
know' Major Taylor of Lexington, Ky., and Messrs. W. A. Coster 
of New York, and Wilson of this city, do not need this statement 
from me. I wUl confess that I felt very much vexed at the time 
the decision was made. But no one present at the Pennsylvania 
trials can fall to testify to the efforts made by the judges to do 
wbat io their Judgment was proper; and as we are only human 
and all liable to make mistakes, I think any error made by the 
judges at Lancaster, Pa., was not a wanton disregard of tbe 
rules, but simply an error of judgment. 

Your report of the heat between Seller s Dash and King Dash 
was a very fair report, and your criticism of tbe Judges action 
contained therein, fearless and unbiased, and .was perfectly satts- 

’ ll The^portion of Fritz’s article attacking you for a presumed de¬ 
sire to run Count Noble to the front In the Vincennes trials is 
entirely unwarranted, for I was present at the trials, and know 
of what I write; and the author travels a long way from his sub- | 
ject, besides being entirely without any foundation In fact. I do 
not feel like entering In a discussion about the merits of tbe 
doits In the Derby and the position the Judges placed them In, or 
the work done, but that Count Noble was beaten by several of 
the dogB who rau, Is too ridiculous for any serious consideration. 

The Laverscks of Mr. Suellenburg were the only dogB who 
were anywhere near the form shown by Count Noble, and Little 
Daisy Laverack might have given him a tight race for first; but 
that the judges erred la placing Count Noble first, and that you

They are large and 
plump, with splendid beads; and theij make-up generally U 
suleudld, as well as being handsomely marked, and I would defy 
a man to nut one of them aside as not first-class. T^ere has 
been a great deal of anxiety In regard to this litter of puppies, 
as the dog men In our section have beeo anxious to know ‘What 
l kind of a Btud dog Blue Dan would make. If this litter Is a 
specimen of his get, we have a rouser. 

I must say a few words in regard to Mr. Hawkins, who is a 
sportsman in every sense of the word. He started huutlng when 
about thirteen years old, and has kept it up to the preseut time, 
aud says he intends to as long as he can travel the fields. He 
is a good shot, and when he goes out usually get his proportion 
of game; be never sells any, but if he has a surplus besides what 
he wishes for his own use, his friends always get a portion of 
It. He ie well versed in regard to dogs and their handling, and 
is quick to see anything defective, or see good work. He Is a man 
of but few words, and those to the point. Hunting, he sayp, is 
bread and butter to him, and he would rather see one good 
point In s day’s hunting than a bag full of game, aud bad work.

Smith to be the breeder, as he had selected the sire and the dam, 
and paid for the alre’a services, which decision, somewhat upset 
old theories, but was Indorsed uot only in America, but In 
England, correct. Mr. 8 mlth had purchased Petrel from 
Mr. Llewellln, had aelected Dan as the dog she should be 
bred to, and paid the Btud fee. Mr. 8 mltb, was, 

therefore, the breeder. On the other hand we decided, 
as Mr. Smith had purchased Dart in w help from Mr. 
Llewellln, and Mr. Llewellln had therefore exercised his, and not 
Mr. Smith hla judgment,In breeding Dart to Leicester,Mr. Llewel- 
Un waa the-breeder of Paris, Fanny, Peg and Blanche. This de¬ 
cision was also recognized correct. Now, the English Kennel 
Club, with an exhibition of Ignorance of the subject truly aston¬ 
ishing, has decided that “ the breeder of a dog Is tbe absolute 
owner of the dam at the time she produces her progeny, regard- 
lees of any previous circumstances." It Is Bafe to say that no 
such' construction of the word breeder, will be accepted by 
breeders. If the ownership of the dam at the time she produces 
her young Is all that Is essential to constitute a breeder then the 
veriest tyro. If be baa only money enough to buy the dams of 
dogs, horees, and cattle, when with young, can be the most suc¬ 
cessful breeder. Knowledge, according to this ruling, has noth¬ 
ing to do with tbe question, only ownership. The English Ken¬ 
nel Club cannot maintain any Buch principle; no sensible man 
will accept It.

- lfc Eo,T j ,KC, ; , c*ooKiELo ; -Thlnklng It mlght-be of Interest to 
tbe readers of the Chicago Field and sportsmen generally, I give 
below an estlra ,te of the game trade of this city. 

It Is appareut to all that the game of this country Is steadily 
but annually decreasing, and the source of supply yearly moving 
further West. At the preeent time very little game, particularly 
grouse and quails, cornea from states this side of the Missouri 
river. The lndlau Territory contributes probably the greater 
part, Kansas aod Missouri come next, while Illinois contributes 
. but a small portion of the grand total. I have uo means of 
, knowing exactly the extent of the game trade of thtscountry, but 
? rrora „ beB ‘ Information we can get, I estimate It at *2,000,000 

annually and think It will exceed these figures. Of this amount 
, we estimate Chicago aells *500,000, being the great dletribut- 
’ Ing point for the Northwest. 

f While sportsmen may view with alarm this terrible deatruc- 
tlon of game, we tblnk many do not see that the Interests of 
sportsmen and game dealers, to a considerable extent, are Iden¬ 
tical. Game dealers complain, with some right we tblnk, that 
. ‘“ e,r Interests have never been consulted by sportsmen In the 
framing of laws for the protection of game; and In many cases 
_ they have been Indifferent to the enforcement of such laws. No 
• honorable business man desires to carry on a business Illicitly and 
contrary to law where be is compelled to do It under cover and at 
r Ids back door. . 

Without entering into tbe merits or defects of present laws, 

; a ’ ld with no desire to engage In a discussion as to the propriety 
of game laws generally, although we have well-defined opinions 
! 01 «uro«’n In relation to them, we think game dealers can with 

some propriety ask sportsmen what equivalent or compensating 
. fieuefl s they offer to the public generally, for the surrenderor a 
■ business Interest amounting annually to tbe large sum of two 
1 millions of dollars. 

In our estimate of the citch of wild pigeons given below, our 
flgureB.ln mos' cases, have been obtained from the dealers Interest¬ 
ed, but In a few cases have we had to estimate from the best sources 
of Information we could obtain. The first nestl g aet In ou tbe2Dlh 
of MBrch ou 'he Platte river, twenty-five miles wcatof Traverse City, 
Mlcb. This nesting was almost totally broken up by a vloleut 
snow and wind storm, an l but few birds, comparatively, were 
batched. After this another nesting waa established In the town 
of Bliss, Emmet county, Mich. It covered a territory of four by ten 
miles lo extent, mostly of Impenetrable cedar swamp and could 
only be reached by almost Impassable roads. For the reasons 
given, the entire catch was not over half of what It otherwise 
would have been.

Iu addition to these nestings In Michigan there were two large 
nestings at or near Sheffield and Kune, Pa. We are Informed 
that the catch at these nestings was even larger than those of 
Michigan. 

These birds were mostly shipped to New York, Boston and 
other Eastern cities. Without doubt the catch at all these nest¬ 
ings sold In market, for, at least, one hundred thousand dollars. 

Receipts of grouse have been light, and show a marked de¬ 
crease as compared with the receipts of former years. Early In tbe 
season prices ranged at from *3 to $4 per dozen. Later In the 
season, with colder weather, prices advanced to *5, aod at the 
close of the season sold at *6.50 per dozen. 

At the opening of tbe season receipts of quails were light aod 
prices correspondingly high, and salea were made at *2 to $2.50 
per dozen. Later, with Increased receipts, prices declined to *1 
per dozen, and at the close of the season sold at *1.35 to *1.40 per 
dozen. 

Receipts of venison Bhow no decrease Id Dumber of saddles and 
carcasses received and sold lu tbla market. We estimate the entire 
receipts of the season at 5,000 saddles aDd 300 carcasses of deer. 
We note one shipment of 403 saddles and fourteen carcasses con¬ 
signed to Bond & Ellsworth which Is probably the largest single 
consignment ever received In this city. Early In the Beaaon prices 
ranged from twelve to fourteen cents. Later, from ten to twelve 
cento per pound, and at the close of the season heavy sales were 
made at eight to eight and a half cents per pound.

You may be sure that he does, and 
that, too, without the advice, and certainly beyond the Influence 
and control of any one living. To a degree, he may be guided 
by the example and precept of one dead man, his late father.

Instruction In horsemanship ieobtalned 
rogularlv etther fromla rid'ng master or from the groom, and 
purr/of the duties of every gamekeeper consists lu teaching the • 
rifling |®oe/a|IOQ to*6hoot. 

Incidentally, the four best shots in England outside of pro¬ 
fessionals are the Earl DtsGrey, Lord Walslngham, Lord HunU 
lngfield and Lord Doers. Lord Leicester, Lord Henneker, Lord 
Ripon and Lord Hi.rtlngtt n are also spoken of In the press as 
being good shots. 

It would bOund strange to tbe ears of the average American to 
read that Genial Garfield was hunting quails ou hla Mentor 
farm, oritbat Charley Mister was a dead shot on woodcocks, or 
that James G. Blaine' aud Ben Hill were two of the beet wing shots 

In the country. . . , 

Thank fortune, however, there are many congressmen who de¬ 
light to hunt and fish, and spend their vacations In that manner, 
although we never h-ar much about them, for fear, I suppose, 
they might be sat down upon by the people they repreecnt. 

The sportsmen’s profession by no means enjoys the repute In 
this country that it does on the other side of the Atlantic. The 
prejudice agalust the name of sportsman is partly due to the fact 
that by tbe public at large every man who owns a gun Is a sports¬ 
man. The man who shoots for tbe market Is a sportsman; the 
man who lives by trapping quails Is a sportsman; the mau who 
borrows a dog jmd gun for a day's hunting, who never owned or 
bred a dog,'*tddfuows that birds exist because he sees them, who 
does not know that they have habits, seasons and uses, Is 
with tbe non-shooting public unquestionably a sportsman; tho 
man who can, Indtau-like, follow tbe track of a covey of quails to 
a hollow stump, and with one discharge of his old gas-pipe exter¬ 
minate the entire lot, Is without doubt a sportsmao, and know¬ 
ing no difference between them and their betters of the gun, the 
public class them all alike, and take no interest la ibelr affairs. 

If the young men of America would strive and Imitate their 
cousins in England by taking part In field exercises, such as 
boatlug, hunting and fishing, instead of playing billiards and 
dancing the galop, they would at fifty years of age find them¬ 
selves In the best of health, instead of with a broken-down con¬ 
stitution. * . . , 

It Is a well-known fact that whatever faults, whatever weak¬ 
nesses, follies or vices may be justly laid to the charge of the 
Eugllsb nobility, want of manliness, of pluck to do or (o en¬ 
dure Is not one of them. Of European armies alone the Eng¬ 
lish Is officered from its subalterns to tho commanders-ln-chlef 
by the gentry. While all other aristocracies are wholly effemin¬ 
ate and enervated, field sports have preserved the Bngllsh gentle¬ 
man, strong, at least, of body, capable to walk, to ride, to en- 
duae cold, beat, hunger, and wounds as wqll, If not better than 
the meanest and lowest of hla fellow soldiers. 

Indeed, considering how tbe average American lives, It seems 
strange that we "do not deteriorate faster than we really do. We 
need more physical exercise. Some uarrow-mlnded persons may 
ask: “ Why don’t you saw wood, dig a well, or something of 
that kind!” To them I will say that the evils that arise from 
too close attention to business are not cured by any aucb 
occupations. A man may saw wood from morning till night and 
still be solving problems In his head. But I should like to see 
him solve a problem while his dog was pointing a covey of quails,

Duck and Goose Shooting In Kansas. 

Socorro, New Mexico. 

Editor Chicago Field:— I will now proceed on this 9th day 
of December, 1880, to write up the duck and goose shooting on 
the Arkansas. 

Tbe Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad strikes tho Arkan¬ 
sas river at Hutchinson and hugs the Great Bend closely for a 
distance of one hundred miles, to Kinsley. In all this distance 
there Is good shooting at wild geese. If you will ask a dozen 
shooters who have been there, each one will tell you of the best 
place, and at least half a dozen stations will be mentioned. We 
resolved upon a shoot at Great Bend, and proceeded to stop at 
that station, but the weather turned very cold that night and we 
had to give it up. When we got to Sterling, three p. m., we saw 
great flocks of geese going out to feed in the corn-field, and fur¬ 
ther on, where tbe road came near the river,we saw the sand bars 
literally covered with them. Even beyond Garfield we saw the 
same Bights repeated, and the geese looked like great flocks of 
sheep on the plains. 

As the cold fo>ze ns out of our shoot, the best we can do Is to 
give the bags of others as reported to us: Three men killed 125 
last Wednesday at Larned; two other men shot ninety-two In one 
day last week. Two men from Topeka shot thirty-two at Great 
Bend in two days, and one of them performed the great engineer¬ 
ing feat of changing the channel of the Arkansas river in the 
meantime. He used hla rubber boots as conduits, but was too 
modest to report his success. Many other examples of great 
bagh, well authenticated, could be given, but these are epough. 
Many of the geese remain all Winter. The beat shooting is In 
November. 

Now, as to ducks. Cheyenne Bottoms, six miles north of Great 
Bend, la the place. Thls'Bottom, as It Is called, Is from ten to 
twelve miles long, and from four to five wide. It Is a baaln to It¬ 
self, not connected to tbe river, and has no outlet. Blood creek 
and Ash creek are !tn principal sources of supply, and the deepest 
places can generally, be waded with rubber boots. It has good 
cover, myriads of ducks frequent It, and the sbootlDg Is good 
It Is now frozen up,'out here are some of the bags: Mr. W. W. 
Carney aud two other gentlemen killed I2fi one afternoon; H. 
Mow. killed ninety-two one day; W. W. Carney at another time 
trilled) olghty-flve one afternoon; Mr. Carney, of Great Bend, who 
Is the very best of authority, furnishes me theso facts, and be¬ 
lieves this bottom to be the best dock shooting grounds In the 
state of Kansas. The celebrated McPherson baaln la not nearly 
equal to it. ... 

From Great Bend on through Kansas and Colorado, antelopes 
and jack rabbits famish fine coursing. At Laktn, three freshly 
killed antelopes were put on the baggage car, and they are so 
plenty that they eell for two dollars a piece, and even less. 

To find the best deer and wild turkey shooting In the West, you 
muet take the Caldwell branch of the A. T. & 8. F. R. R. at 
• Newton, and ran down to Caldwell. This Is the best Outfitting 
I point; or you can go still further to Anthony, but here the 
l facilities for a good outfit are not quite so good. At Caldwell 
: you will find a quartermaster’s agent, Mr. Wm. Hlnke, whose 
t Dame has been hauded me and who will be able to give Important 
s Information. After leavtog the railroad you will proceed In » 

- southwesterly direction, In the Indian Territory, till you come to 

I the Clmmarron river. This wUl take a Journey of four or five 

a days. Here you will find deer and turkey In abundance. You 
t will also find antelope, prairie chickens and quails. After you 
) have got to this river, 1 am told by Mr. Lewis Cannon, of GUIs- 
i homo, who has hunted tbe territory extensively, that the best 
□ way Is to proceed up the river westward as far as you wish to go¬ 
lf Mr. Cannon killed seven turkeys one morning before breakfMb 
i, and hnnted them only for a change from deer (booting. ^Hs

This 
revealed the whole secret, and upon placing one of the five cent 
pieces on the end of the opposite barrel It was found to be nearly 
as large as tho diameter of the muzzle from out to out. Suppose 
Dittmar had been used, tbe first response would have been: " The 
result of using Dittmar powder,” and the news would have spread 
far and near, cautioning aud warning the public against the use 
of Dittmar powder.

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Chicago, Jan. 4.—During a recent trip through the Southwest 
- stopped at Muscatine, Iowa, where I found many friends of the 
Chicago Field, among whom were Messrs. I. M. Wler, Johnnie 
Hoehl, and Capt. Bltzer.

Sioux Falls, D. T., Dec.26,1880.—Hunting with the thermom¬ 
eter between twenty and thirty below zero is cold comfort, es¬ 
pecially as the only game here Is jack rabbits and cotton tails. 
Qualls are a luxury of civilization, almoet unknown in this sec¬ 
tion, and prairie chickens are only to be brought down with loDg 
range rifles. Qualls are very plenty around Yankton, D. T., but 
by means of traps set by the sportive grangers, and pot shooting 
by the members of the Yankton Sporting Club, who Insist that 
the only way to properly shoot quails Is to take them lu a bunch 
on the ground. They must have more lives than cats to survive 
the onslaught more than two seasons. My Holablrd shooting 
suit and Dittmar powder create quite a sensation, and are both 
very much admired. I notice In a late number of the Cbicaoo 
Field some remarks on keeping rust from the outside of tbe gun 
barrel; I use a few drops of boiled linseed oil over the entire exterior 
of the gun, barrels, stock, and all. It makes a very good coating, 
Impervious to water or rust. For Inside of barrels, when I use 
Dittmar powder, I only clean about once a week, oiling with a 
very little fine sperm oil. H. A. K. 

Salina, Kan., Dec. 22, 1880. —In looking over the correspond¬ 
ence In this week’s Issue of the .Chicago Field, I see nothing 
from this part of the state. While I am not a resident of Kan¬ 
sas, yet I always feel Interested In the game Interests of this 
section, It having afforded me more real sport than any other 
district of the state. Quail Bbootlng is fine. On my return 
from Colorado with C. H. Rose, of Hopklnton, Mase., I spent a 
day with Fritz, my setter and the quails; we were bleseed with 
full bags. We spent a few days In the Kessler creek mining dis¬ 
trict, while lu Colorado, and It was very tempting to see great 
herds of deer skipping over the foot hills, and no time to spare 
In which to gratify our desire to bag a few. Every miner’s cabin 
has from one to a dozen stretched about on racks, poles, and In 
every conceivable way to hoist them out of reach of the coyote 
and mountain lion. I believe this district to be one of the best 
points in the state for large game. W. K.

Sidney, Ohio, Dec. 28, 1880.—Shooting has been good In this 
vicinity this season. Qualls have been plentiful, and are stand¬ 
ing the Winter very well. Ruffed grouse shooting has been bet¬ 
ter than foiayeare, a few miles north of this place. RabblU are 
very plentiful, but the foxes and hawks are also plentiful, aud 
they make bad work among the quails and rabbits. Qualls will 
again need protection for a year or so, If tbe present snow lies 
long, as the hawks can see them so much more plainly on the 
snow.

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Fish-Culture In Now Hampshire. 

There Is no state In tho union where more attention has been

factory results, than In New Hampshire. 

The report of tho Fish Commissioners to the governor of the 
state. In June last, Is a most satlsfsctory exhibit of the benefits 
which have accrued to the people of the state from the attention 
given to the culture of fish. 

In Illinois the allowance to the Fish Commissioners for the 
propagation of fish Is contemptibly small for so large and wealthy 
a commonwealth. To our readers, residents of the state, the ex¬ 
tracts we make from the report of the New Hampshire Commis¬ 
sioners, will prove Interesting to resd and reflect on; and we trust 
will have the effect to stimulate all those who are Interested In 
the subject to use their influence with the next legislature to 
make the appropriation sufficiently laree to euable the commis¬ 
sioners to prosecute their work as effectually as they desire and 
with the beuefit to the people of the state that the natural 
waters of the state permit. 

The New Hampshire Couuulsaiouers in anuounclog the results 
of their labors for the year, declare that ” they are able to re- 
port one of the most thorough and complete successes yet at- 
talced In fish-culture In the Uulted States; and It seems but fair 
tbat New Hampshire, which was one of the earliest of the States 
to move in fish-culture, should be able to announce tbe fact, tbat 
she has taken, far up In oue of her mountain streams, over*100 - 
000 salmon eggs from salmon which bad been artificial)’, 
hatched from egga from the Penobscot river and planted In the 
Pemlgewassct, and which, by means of the fish-ways provided by 
the commissioners of Massachusetts, had passed the dams at 
Lowell and Lawrence, ascended Amoskeag Falls, passed the fish¬ 
way there, which was shown in our last report, and reached the 
places where they were deposited, from five to eight years ago ” 
These salmon were hatched in Massachusetts, aud the young 
fry brought up to New Hampshire and deposited; and we are 
inclined to think tbat the twenty-two fish which wc took at 
Plymouth represent the planting of three different years 1872 
1873, and lS?, r ., as their weights varied from eight to twenty 
pounds, while one large one, which had passed by our nets 
and was found below Livermore Falls with several of his 
ribs crashed in and broken away from the back-bone, probably 
In attempting to go up the falls, weighed twenty-eight pounds 
and was possibly a survivor of some of the earlier attempts at 
stocking tbe river, in 1869 or 1870. These different sizes of 
fish appeared last year precisely as predicted In our report of 
last June, and we are now looking anxiously for the return of 
the great plant made In 1876, the comtng^eason. The fish-ways 
on the river are all in good order, and we may reasonably expect 
to secure a much larger share of spawnere than we did last Sum¬ 
mer, thanks to tbe good sense of the legislature of 1379, which 
extended the operation of the law prohibiting the capture of 
these fish for two years longer, or until June 14, 1882.” 

“ By that t * n 'e we hope to see the Merrimack river sufficiently 
stocked to admit of salmon-flshiug, under due restrictions, for a 
regular period every Summer.” 

“The eggs taken at Plymouth have all been hatched, with very 
small loss, and the young fish have all been safely planted In tbe 
Pemlgewa6set river." 

“ 10 addition to these 100,000 eggs of our own taking, we also 
received 50,000 from the Penobscot river, as our share of the 
proceeds of the joint enterprise undertaken by the United States 
and the States of Maine, Massachusetts, Connecticut, and New 
Hampshire. This was a smaller number than we had expected • 
but an unforeseen freftet on the Penobscot In August last car¬ 
ried away the lower wall of the storage pound, and allowed the 
majority of the 350 spawnere which Mr. Atkins, who bad charge 
of the enterprise, had collected, to escape to the open river.” 

“ These have been also safely hatched and planted In the Pem- 
Igewassct; and besides these there have undoubtedly been many 
eggs deposited by 6almon tn the natural way, as many Balmon 
were seen In October lying off the mouth of Dlckerman’s Brook 
lu New Hampton, and In other places in the river,below Plymouth 
which never came up as far as our weirs at all, while others 
are known to have gone by us during the sudden rises of 
water to which the river Is liable after heavy rains, and which 
would carry away our nets, or give the fish free passage over the 
weirs." 

“ Besides the salmon we have also token 150,000 brook trout 
eggs from the stock of spawners which we have collected at the 
hatching-house. Of these, one-half, or 75,000, have been sent to 
Massachusetts, and the other 75,000 have been nearly all dla- 
trlbuted to different parts of the state, to replenish exhausted 
brooks.” 

“We expect next year to take a much larger number, and these 
will be distributed to the best advantage possible.” 

“ We have received 67,000 land locked salmon eggs, as tho 
fruit of our investment In the “ Grand Lake Stream” enterprise, 
which was carried on in tho Bame manner as the one already 
spoken of for securing salmon eggs from tbe Penobscot river, 
and these will be all distributed about the state In the course of 
the month of May, and the first week In June, or as fast as they 
are old enough.” 

The report of Mr. Holmes, who has charge of the fish-way at 
Lawrence, and also the report made by Mr. Powers to the Massa¬ 
chusetts commission, which accompanies the commissioner’s re¬ 
port, show that the time of twelve days passed between the date 
of the first salmon being seen at Lawrence, and the first one being 
taken at Plymouth; but tbe commissioners are inclined to think 
that the fish passed Lawrence at an early day, as, with one ex¬ 
ception, all those taken at Plymouth entered the pounds In the 
night, and were found at daylight In the morning. 

Mr. Powers’ report to Mr. E. A. Brackett, Commissioner of In¬ 
land Fisheries lor the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, referred 
to, states: 

"The 367,500 California salmon mentioned In my report one 
year ago, were distributed In the month of January as follows- 
35,000 were put In the Contoocook river, 28,000 In the Salmon 
Falls river, and the remainder In the Pemlgewasset. At any 
time till the last of August these salmon (parrs) could be seen 
In large numbers anywhere In tbe river near the hatching-house 
from three to five Inches long, very lively, and apparently 
healthy. 1 

“ Some Improvements have been made lu-the storage-pond In 
the way of excavations, making it larger, and certain parts of it 
deeper. 

"A tank, seven by twenty feet, has been placed at the Inlet of 
the four-inch flow-pipe, covered on tbe bottom with gravel six 
Inches deep, for the doable purpose of receiving tbe salmon 
when first token from the river, and attracting them there when 
ready to spawn.
